— The last day hilt one 
of the inaugural meeting at Laurel brought out an 
other large crowd, Baltimoreans taking advantage 
of tin* op|n»rt unity to witness the decision of a good 
card provided by the management. The public found 
the task of picking the rigid ones as difficult a prop 
ositioii as it has lieen right along and the after- 
i). mui’s results showed only one winning favorite. 
Apache was the successful public choice. Many 
owners shipped their stables to Norfolk touiglit and 
at the conclusion of the meeting tomorrow a social 
will pull out for the Jamestown Jockey Club’s 
course. The overflow who were unable to obtain 
stabling at Norfolk will participate in the half-mile 
track meeting to In* held at Marlboro. 

A majority of today’s races furnished stirring con- 
tests with small margins separating the first two 
at the finish. Little Erne, Jack Nuunally and Hat 
teras were some of the surprises, tliese three win 
ners ln ing at long odds. The former raced for the 
first time in the colors of D. M. Civill, who is or- 
ganizing a string to race at one of the winter 
tracks. Little Erne showed groat courage in his 
race, winning by a length from Gift after disposing 
of Vesper in the early stages. 

Aspirin’s victory in the mile allowance race was 
due to Guy Burns’ determined finish. The Walker 
horse just lasted to l>oat Homecrest a nose after a 
sinew-straining drive. Hoffman, the supposed good 
thing of the race, landed in third place. Heavy 
supiHirt developed for this horse and he went to the 
post an odds-on favorite. 

Hatteras, winner of the closing race, changed 
hands after his victory. He was entered to be sold 
far $4'H» and was tmosted to $600 by W. B. Carson, 
whose Muff finished second. Andy Blakeley refused 
to protect the colt and he became the property of 
Mr. Carson. 

The steeplechase was well contested. Duffield prov- 
ing best and winning by a length from Lizzie Flat, 
which in turn beat Gun Cotton a head for second 
place. 

Charles R. Ellison was a visitor at Laurel this 
afternoon. His misunderstanding with the man 
agement has been straightened out and he was again 
allowed the freedom of the course. 

Sam IiOiiis added Spellbound and Qihsmi Bee to his 
stable this morning, having purchased tin* pair from 
M. C. Drichard. who is retiring from active partici- 
pation in the sport for this winter at least. 

Manheimer wrenched himself in his race and pulled 
up lame.

A. B. Gallahcr and 
Francis J. Dons also shipped their horses to the 
Kentucky track. Mr. Dons himself left for Charles- 
ton tonight. He reports that a large force of men 
are at work on the new course at Charleston and 
that the track iself has already been laid out. 
The work is in charge of a civil engineer who helped 
in the construction of Belmont Dark and tin* Mon- 
treal Jockey Club’s course at Blue Bonnets. The 
contract for the lumber for the grandstand and 
stahles have lM*en awarded and the construction of 
lH>th will lie well under way before the close of the 
Norfolk meeting.

LATONIA HAS AN OFF DAY 



UNFAVORABLE CONDITIONS HAVE EFFECT ON 
SPORT AT KENTUCKY TRACK. 

Attendance Slimmest of the Season and Betting Light 
— Doncaster Only. Favorite to Score — Three 
Winners at Long Odds in Mutuels. 



Cincinnati, 0., October 30. — Racing conditions 
could hardly lisive been more unfavorable than those 
that prevailed at Latonia today. 'Hie result was 
that the attendance was the scantiest of the season 
and the licit iug slumped badly. The association's 
loss today will exceed $1,060. A poor card was a 
contributing cause., most of the starters ln*ing of 
the cheaper grade and inviting little or no specula- 
tion. Favorites, with tin* exception of Doneaster 
in the opener, met with defeat. Viley, in the fourth, 
and Chemulpo, in the fifth race, were tho principal 
surprises. Viley’s victory was fluky and was due 
in the main to incompetent handling that Gould 
gave Rose of Jeddah, the favorite. The latter was 
much the lust and with intelligent guidance, would 
have taken the purse by a good margin. ChemuljKi 
probably would not have won hut for County Tax 
having been stricken with a hemorrhage just when 
his victory appeared assured. 

Withdrawals reduct*d the field to four starters iu 
the closing dash and all were confidently backed. 
Hazel Burke turned up as the winner over the un- 
lucky Faleada. which lost mainly through interfer- 
ence that he encountered during the running. Madam 
Dhclps graduated from tlie maiden class iu tin* 
second race, locating among others the frequently 
disappointing Syringa. 

J. B. Restless took a purse when Lottery Man 
romped away from a cheap hand in the third. 

Tin* horses of Gallagher Bros. W. Clay, J. Gass 
and J. W. Schorr arrived today from Laurel. Md. 

The tliree-horse combination, consisting of Viley, 
Chemulpo and Hazel Burke, paid one lone backer 
$357.20 for his $2 investment.
